GIVING WORK 


Scheme by Unemployment Com- 
mittee for Getting Men Out 
on the Land 


WOULD DIVIDE CASH 
Hudson's Bay Company Oonsent 


to Clearing of Portion of 
Reserve 


From the committee appointed to 
ascertain ways and means of employ- 
ment the following recommendation 
}is being made to the central unem- 
ployment committee It is that farm- 
ers who are willing to take men to 
work and to provide rooma and 
board for them, should be subsidized 
to the extent of a wage being paid the 
men from the rellaf funds provided by 
|the ofty, provincial and federal gov- 
ernments. The suggested sum per 
}month {s $24, this meaning eight dol- 
lars each for the three authorities. 

It is believed that a considerable 
number of men might be given em- 
ployment by this manner. 

Tie and Iamber Camps 

Major Jenninge was asked by the 
committee if he would make Inquiries 
lamong the railroads ag to the possi- 
| bility of tle and lumber camps being 
established by them this winter. 
| Major Jennings had previously stated 
{that he had been told by ratiroad of- 
| ficials that a large number of ties 

' 


would be required. 

The proposal is that the railroads 
should be asked to open up the 
camps. 


| Major Jennings wili also inquire 'n- 
{to the possibility of more miners be- 
ing employed at the Brrfle mine. as it 
wae stated that the mine owners have 
secured a large contract from the C. 
N.R. for coal. 

It was stated that there did not 
geem to be much possibility of lumber 
camps opening up this winter. 

Clearing the Reserve 

The mayor stated that he had re- 
ceived a communication from J. R 
MelIntosh, representing the Hudson's 
Bay Company that they were willing 
for the reserve to be cleared from 
10ist street to 110th street from 
10“th ave, to Portage. 

However as there were some single 
lots owned by other individuals, the 
city would have to secure permiasion 
and make arrangements for them to 
be cleared, or else do the work. 

The mayor sald that inquiries wou'l 
be made as to the number of in 
dividual lots that would have to be 
arranged for. 

E. Poole asked to have this work 
dealt with exclusively by the G.W.V. 
A. labor bureau, but as the central! 
committee had already passed a reso- 
lution that all work was to be given 
out by the provincial bureau, it war 
considered that the committee could 
not deal with the request. 

Work at the Wood Pile 

It was stated that the men apply 
ing for relief were given two meals 
and_a bed in return for which they 
worked three hours at the wood-ptle 
near the power house. 

The question was brought up whe- 
ther in the case of men living in 
ehacks or other bachelor quarters 
whether they could not obtain gro- 
ceries instead of the meals and bed 
A number of applications for this had 
been made. } 

It was cpneidered that such f& re- 
quest was reasonable and the com- 
mittee recommended that it be al- 


lowed, 
Tabor Ticketa 

Commissioner Yorath stated that 
everything was now in readiness for 
a campaign for the sale of employ- 
ment books. 

Instead of the books containing 
tickets worth 40 cents, the rate set 
for relief work, it was thought better 
that they should be made up of 
varioue values from 10 cents up- 
wards, each. book to be valued at $5. 
Arrangements had been made for Mr 
Stark to organize the campaign for’ 
the sale of the books, 

The city commissioners were asked 
by the committee to carry out the! 
sale without delay, in order to have, 
the campaign over before Christmas 

Number of Unemployed 

H. Hawkins, of the provincial labo: 
bureau, stated that 175 men had 
been provided with work a@ the res- 
sult of the efforts put forth by the 
city. There were between seven and. 
eight hundred men registered at the 
labor bureau. Mr. Hawkins asatd 
that he considered quite a numeer of| 
men had left the city, going towards! 
the coast and other points. 

The mayor stated that 80 families 
were now being cared for by the Wel- 
fare Board. 

The question wae asked !f any est!- 
mate could be given as to the actual 
number of unemployed in the city. 
The general calculation was that the 
number would be in the neighborhood 
of 1600.

Young Edmonton wants to go to | 
school but there isn’t room for 
him. That seems to summarise | 
the situation with reference to! 
the school accommodation in this | 
city. All the present buldings, | 
permanent and temporary, are oc- | 
cupied to capacity, some of them | 
overcrowded. At a meeting of 
the school management commit: | 
tee of the school board the other 
day it was decided that no more 
beginners can be allowed to enter 
the schools until the opening of 
the term next fall. Also tnat the 
board should as early as practic- 
able undertake the erection of 
two more large permanent schools. 
The question of enlarging the | 
school accommodation is therefore 
on the program for early atten- 
tion. If finances permit, the work 
should be undertaken next spring, | 
and at that it would hardly be 
possible to avoid a worse over- 


jed upon.

Or, to put it 
another way, the less the cost per 
room at which suitable accom- 
modation ean be provided, the 
more accommodation the city will 
be able to provide, Or, stating 
the alternative still otherwise: the 
less the cost of permanent build- 
ings the fewer the classes that will 
have to be held in temporary and 
rented buildings. 

The prospect is that the city! 
will not be able to supply any more 
accommodation than is needed in 
any case. It has never been able 
to get far ahead of the ever-in- 
creasing school population, though 
the school boards in past years 
carried through some very opti- 
mistie-looking building programs. 
The two buildings now propused 
would only meet the needs of the’ 
time; If the classe now held in 
other than permanent. buildings 
were gathered in, with the swarm 
of little tots due to begin their 


educational careers next fall, the 
chances are that the buildings, 
would ‘be filled up as soon as 


opened, The question of cheaper 
schobls is not therefore one of the |

ed the amount of money that has 
been spent in school buildings. 

Commissioner Yorath points ont 
that Winnipeg has adopted a type 
of school buildings in which good 
accommodation is provided at a 
cost of nine thousand dollars per 
room. The cost of housing Edmon- 
ton children in the palatial strue- 
tures we hdve erected runs to 
twice that amount per room or 
more. It is at least in order to 
investigate the Winnipeg plan be- 
fore calling upon the taxpayers to 
sanction the additional cost of 
erecting new buildings in Edmon- 
ton. School buildings which are 
good enough for Winnipeg ought 
to be good enough for this city. 
And at any rate Edmnton is not 
in position to\finance more costly 
structures if buildings weil adapt- 
ed the school requirements can be | 
built for that sum. 

To continue the past policy of 
building at the maximum cost un- 
der present circumstances would 
mean that we must also continue 
the past policy of erecting tempor- 
ary buildings and renting vacant | 
stores for school rooms; and—as | 
at present—while some of the pu- 
pils would be housed in the finest 
buildings money could provide 
others would be obliged to attend 
elasses held in anything but de- 
sirable surroundings.
